AN ACT to allow general accident insurance companies to do
business in this state.

Itshall be lawful for accident insurance Ineurance
companies, organized under the laws of any other state, &%%iass, ! riet
to make insurance upon individuals of this state against
personal injuries, disablement or death resulting from
traveling or general accident by land or water, also
against accidents by land or water, also against acci-
dents to property from causes other than by fire or
lightnicg, also guaranteeing the fidelity of persons hold-
ing places of public or private trust, under authority
issued by the commissioner of insurance of this state. .
Such companies shall be possessed of a capital of one Capital of com-
hundred thousand dollars, actually paid up, and shall ™*™**
bave the same amount deposited with the insurance
department of the state where such company is organ-
ized, and shall file annual statements, and shall be sub-
ject to the same fees and taxes as are now paid by fire
insurance companies doing business in this state.
